printed an article od the s u b je c t of the 
public [domain being rapidly exhausted 
by settlem ent under the homestead, tho 
pre-em ption, and the tim ber culture 
laws. 
Among other things the magazine 
said: 
The census of 1890 will reveal many 
wonderful changes. 
Over 16,000,000 
acres of land were eohl in the last fiscal 
year under th© operation of the home­ 
stead and timber 
culture laws. More 
than 121 ,C00,OOO of acres have been set­ 
tled in the last eight years, represent­ 
ing a larger area than the states of In d i­ 
ana, Illinois, Ohio, and Michigan. 
The greatest changes have been made 
in the Northwestern group of states and 
territories, comptlsiag 
Dakota, 
Ne­ 
braska, Minnesota, Wyoming, and Mon­ 
tana, 
where 
nearly 
60,000.000 
of 
acres have been settled in the last eight 
years. 
In the southwestern group, com­ 
prising Kansas, Colorado, Missouri and 
New Mexico, nearly 30,000,000 of acres 
have been occupied. 
On the Pacific 
coast, 19,000,000 of acres mere have been 
settled, and 13,000,000 of acres m ust be 
added for the southern states on both 
sides of the Mississippi. 
Along the Pa­ 
cific roads 18,000,000 of acres have been 
opened since the last census. 
In other 
words, the government and the Pacific 
railroads have opened for settlem ent in 
the last eight years a territory larger than 
Texas, larger than Germany or France, 
and about twice as large as Great Britain 
and Ireland. 
The time will not long delay its oom - 
log when tbere will be a practical ex­ 
haustion of the public domain. 
There 
will be land left, of course, in twenty 
years from now, but it will not b3 such 
as farmers want for homes. 
In the last ten years, over eight mil­ 
lions of people have settled in the terri­ 
tories and the new ^states cf the west. 
They have gone there bt cause land could 
be got for the settlem ent of it. 
To be 
sure Gome have gone into towns and 
cities, but the bulk of them have settled 
on homesteads or pre-em pted lands< 
Exhaust the tupply of public lands to 
be taken under tim three laws named, 
a n i toe ti la of am igratiso welt ward will 
be greatly checked. 
There will bo no 
booms like that of Dakota, no such a 
r ush compared with that to Oklahoma. 
No more towns will bo built in aday and 
no state will spring out of a wilderness 
in a year. 
This question is asked as to what shall 
ba done when this public land exhaus­ 
tion shall cim a to pass:—How is the 
characteristic land im ager of the w hite 
race to ba fed ia this c jan'cry ? W hat re­ 
sults will follow when there is no longer 
a virgin west to attract hardy pion:ers 
a cd supply freeholders cb a rewaid for 
th e privations and hardships cf life on 
th e frontier? 
It is not difficult to ans­ 
wer these questions. Good farming land 
will advance m pi ice, and those who 
expect to reap well from ibe farm will 
have to reduce the num ber of acres they 
are attem pting now to cultivate. Farms 
are too Urge to be profitable in many of 
the territories and tie newer states. The 
independence of agriculture can be more 
easily secured by better farming, and 
better firm ing, as experience shows, is 
not secured by the tkimmed milk pro­ 
cess. 
W hen the time comes that there is no 
more public lands for the immigrants, 
they will have to buy of the old settlers, 
and when this is done, there will be bet­ 
ter homes and more bushels to the acre 
than there is now. 


the standards framed by the Westmin­ 
ster Assembly. 
That is the case in a 
nutshell, and it therefore brings before 
the church the question whether or not 
it is right or desirable to revise these 
standards.

of the Westminister assembly out of the 
category cf inspired utterance in which 
they have been placed by vague tradi­ 
tion. and assigns to them a human origin. 
The divine guidance of the church did 
not cease rn 1643, and it is quite possible 
that its great synods to-day may be jast 
as competent to say what the scriptures 
teach, and what, therefore, the church 
believes, aa were the venerable mea who 
assembled in Westminister Abbey iD 
1643 by order of the B ritish parliament. 
Intensely conservative es Presbyterian­ 
ism is, it is evident that the day has gone 
by when it is willing to make a fetich of 
the views and opinions of even its wisest 
and holiest men

In reviewing the proceedings of the 
Presbyterian General Assembly, now in 
session in New York, the Tribune re­ 
marks: “Contrary to what was expected a 
few m onths ago, the project of bringing 
about a union between the northern and 
southern branches of the churoh has not 
come prom inently before the assembly. 
This has not been because of any failure 
to recognize its importance or necessity 
on the part of the northern assembly, but 
solely because it is evident that the time 
for such a union Las not come. 
W hile 
the two branches of the churoh are one 
in belief, they dissert e radically as to the 
etatus of the negro in the church, and on 
other m inor questions that arose out cf 
the civil war. 
But while an organic 
union appeals to b ees far off as ever, a 
plan of cc-oper8ticn in certain lines of 
religious work has been agreed open that 
wi I do something to diminish the eyils 
of separation, and may, perhaps, ulti­ 
mately lead to a closer union. 
Tho utterances o f the assembly in re 
gard to the rtm aikabie falling off in the 
nnmbei o f candidates for the ministry 
have b iti: stat thug. 
This complaint of 
a dearth of ministers is, indeed, common 
to all the churches, with the possible ex­ 
ception o f the lioman Catholic church. 
B ut tie statements made in the assembly 
would indicate that Presbyterianism is 
the greatest sufferer from this dearth. 
In fact, it is plain that the Presbyterian 
church will soon experience a ministerial 
famine that may jeopardize its very ex­ 
istence unless something is done to check 
it. 
B ut just what should be done is not 
at ail clear. 
The desire for wealth and 
the spirit cf materialism which are abroad 
in the world to-day ore doubtless re­ 
sponsible for the refusal of many young 
men to enter the christian ministry at 
the present tim e. 
In the case of the 
Presbyterian churoh,there are special 
causes at 
w^rk which are involved 
in the 
dogmatic poeition of 
that 
body. 
In 
a 
word, as 
some 
of 
the im st eminent Presbyterian minis­ 
ters have openly asserted, young men 
who aro otherwise fit to enter the P res­ 
byterian ministry are kept out because 
they cannot conscientiously subscribe to

ployer? They aro dimply timeservers, who 
take no interest in tho business they repre­ 
sent beyond tile actual time necessary to 
count them a day’s work. 
They work 
when closely watched because they are 
obliged to, not from any motive of honor 
or interest in the business. 
What can be 
expected of such workmen but that they 
will slight their work and idle their time at 
every opportunity? 
If you can not give your employer your 
full time for which ho pays, a/id tako some 
interest in his business, you had better 
leave him at once. 
To this he is entitled, 
and has a right to expect it of you. 
If 
your mind is not upon your work you can 
not expect to accomplish it with any de­ 
gree of satisfaction to your employer or 
credit to yourself. 
Iii going about from one shop to another 
it is a very easy matter to pick out the 
time servers. 
Upon the slightest pretext 
they drop their work to talk or look about, 
and aro always ready to get out of tho 
door the moment tho clock strikes 6, and 
their example is very rapidly followed by 
the apprentice or younger workman. They 
have to bo constantly watched, and this 
fact, being known to tho firm, is not long 
in having its results. 
Employers are more 
gorerally knowing to the habits and qual­ 
ities of the men they employ than the men 
often realize, and they invariably know 
who aro the time servers among them, so 
that when there comes a convenient oppor­ 
tunity or a lull in business, these aro the 
first to bo discharged. 
It pays to bo faithful and to do your 
best at all times, and more especially 
when your employer is not watching, 
lf 
you must idle away time, do it when he 
is about, but don’t dishonor yourself or 
betray his confidence by taking advantage 
of his absence. 
This is one of tho worst features of our 
American system. 
It is an example which 
is set by the older men and which Is 
readily adopted by apprentices, and it is 
the exception rather than the rule that we 
find a young man who is sufficiently inter­ 
ested in his own welfare afcid his employ­ 
ers, as well to give his full time and 
attention to his work. 
Those who do this 
are sure of success, and it is from among 
such that have risen those men whose 
names are written upon tho pages of his­ 
tory us having made their mark in the 
world, and loft behind not only p’easant 
recollections, but a shining example that 
is worthy of a cansful imitation.

officer’s chairs. It is asserted that ho made 
a clean breast of the murder. 
Mayor Boldenwock, whoa he came out, 
was asked if there was anything in Sulli­ 
van's statement of a startling nature, and 
he said there was. 
“ Is there enough .in it to secure some­ 
body's arrest and indictment!'” 
“ indeed there is, but I can’t tell you 
anything about i t ’’

C hicago, May 2 8.— While reposing in a 
narrow cell at Harrison street station last 
night Detective Daniel Coughlin was for­ 
mally charged with the murder of Dr. 
Cronin. 
This important step was decided 
upon early yesterday afternoon, and, act­ 
ing under the advico of State’s Attorney 
Longenecker, Lawyer W. J. Hynes, and 
Chief Hubbard, John Cronin, tho brother 
of tho murdered man, appeared in Justice 
Kersten’s court and swore out two war­ 
rants charging Detective Coughlin, P. O. 
Sullivan, et a1, with tho murder of Dr. P. 
H. C ronin. 
The warrant for Coughlin’s arrest for 
murder was brought to the Harrison street 
station by Justice Korsten personally and 
handed to Capt. Bartram, who was hold­ 
ing a private conversation with Attorney 
W. S. Forrest, who has been retained as 
counsel by the ox-detectivo. 
Tho captain, 
accompanied by Justice Kersten, immedi­ 
ately descended to the cell-room where the 
prisoner was confined. 
Coughlin had al­ 
ready retired for tho night, but upon being 
aroused sat quietly on the edge of the nar­ 
row cot and listene I to the terrible words 
uttered by the captain which called for his 
arrest for a most fearful crime. 
There was not a tremor of tho strong 
man’s frame as ho listened to tho charge 
contained in tho warrant, and ho smiled as 
ho commenced dressing himself in obedience 
to tho captain’s command. 
It was deemed best to (told tho trial in 
the court where the warrant was sworn 
out, and tho command was given to pro­ 
ceed with tho prisoner at once to the Chi­ 
cago avenuo police court 
In charge of 
Capt. Bartram and three officers the pris­ 
oner was slipped into tne patrol wagon 
and rapidly driven to the North Side. Jus­ 
tice Kersten and Attorney Forrest fol­ 
lowed in a cab. 
Upon the arrival at the 
Chicago avenue station Coughlin stepped 
briskly into the squad room and greeted 
several of his old comrades with a pleas­ 
ant smilo and a hearty shako of the hand. 
He boro himself with wonderful cool­ 
ness for a man charged with murder, and 
many of those gathered 
about admired 
the nerve he displayed. 
It was exactly 
11:30 o’clo k when Justice Kersten as 
c ended tho bench and called the case 
of tho people vs. Daniel Coughlin et aL 
For a minute a hush fell upon tho small 
crowd of newspaper reporters and others 
in the court room, which was broken by 
Capt. Bartram, who advanced to the hair 
of justice aud asked that the prisoner be 
hold until June 6 without b&iL 
Lawyer Farrott protested against this, 
asking for a continuance for a day 
only 
hero re tho question of bail 
should bo 
decided. 
“ I don’t know of any statutory law,” 
responded Justice Kersten, ‘ ‘requiring tho 
court to t ike testimony in order to deter­ 
mine the magnitude of the offense. 
The 
crime charged is murder and tho court is 
unable to fix any bail in this case. 
In re 
gord to the statements by counsel that the 
granting of a ten days’ continuance will 
deprive the defendant of the benefit of the 
coroner's verdict I think they are erron­ 
eous. 
The coroner’s inquest is one thing 
and tho court proceedings another. 
The 
coroner’s jury may acquit and the court 
can yet hold tho defendant. 
I must over­ 
rule counsel’s objection and mast also re­ 
fuse to accept bail for the prisoner.” 
“ It looks to me,” responded Mr. 
For­ 
rest, “as if tho proceedings were extraor­ 
dinary and somewhat out of the usual line. 
I can see no other motive for the extraor­ 
dinary step but to deprlve[the client of the 
benefit of the verdict which will probably 
bo returned by the coroner’s Jury.” 
“ I have no other duty to perform,” re­ 
turned the court, “ but to deal with this 
case as the statute provides. 
I think a ten 
days’ continuance is not asking too much 
time, and I will continue the case until 
Juno 6 at 9 o’clock sharp in the morning. 
Let the prisoner be taken to the county 
jail, and there confined until that time 
without bail.” 
Ice -M an S u lliv a n Under Arrest. 
P. O. Sullivan was notified a little before 
I o’clock yesterday that he was needed at 
the Lake View station. 
After a hearty 
dinner Sullivan was escorted through the 
stable in tho rear of his house, via Ashland 
and Lincoln avenues to the station house. 
Capt. Schaack was a little little late in 
arriving, but at 2 o'clock Mayor Bolden- 
wick, Capts. Schaack and Wing, and 
Lieut. Schuyler took charge of the inves­ 
tigation and put Sullivan 0 9 the rack. 
For the next three hours nothing could bo 
learned from within or without. 
It was after 6 o’clock before Capt. 
Schaack left the station. 
He then notified 
the members of the press that it Has de­ 
cided to hold Sullivan as a witness. While 
the captain was giving this information to 
the reporters 
Sullivan, escorted by a 
couple of central offlco detectives, left by 
the rear entrance and reached his residence 
before 7 o'clock. 
Sullivan took supper at his house with 
I Mr. and. Mrs. Whnlen^aad_ after assuring 


them of his future ViudiCtition the party of 
three returned to the Lake View station. 
Hero he remained till about midnight, 
when officers from Justico Kertsen s court 
arrived with a warrant similar to that 
served on Coughlin. 
Bail was also refused 
in this case, and Mr. Sullivan will be 
taken to tho county jail. 
Yesterday was a day of important de­ 
velopments in the Cronin murder case. 
For those interested it was a day of ex­ 


citement and apprehension. 
From early 
morning it was rumored that P. O. Sulli­ 
van, the iceman, was about to bo arrested, 
and, though some people regarded the re­ 
port as false, like somo that preceded it, 
tho majority thought that in a measure 
things had come to a head aud something 
important was at hand. 
Later on in the 
day it became known that a conference I o- 
hir.d closed doors was in progress at tho 
Lake View station, in which Sullivan was 
the conspicuous figure. 
Tho conference was conducted with the 
greatest secrecy. 
The officers in tho front 
room of tho station pulled down all tho 
curtains and lockod tho doors. 
Sullivan 
was admitted through tho captain’s office, 
but did not remain during tho whole ses­ 
sion. 
The detective officers from tho Lar­ 
rabee stecet and Fait Chicago avenuo sta­ 
tions were summoned separately. 
Tho last 
man to be called was Justico Mahoney, 
tho Lake View magistrate who introduced 
Sullivan to Dr. Cronin. 
They all refused 
to answer questions and little c>uld be 
learned concerning the result of tho con­ 
ference. 
Capt. 
Wing was esjwially 
close-mouthed. 
Evidentlythe participants 
in tho conference had resolved to keep the 
result of their deliberations temporarily 
from tho public. 
It has been rumored, however, that 
valuable facts wero elicited, and many 
affirm that Sullivan has “squealed” and 
told all ho knows relative to tho murder. 
Just what has been learn d by the police 
is, of course, a mere matter of conjecturo, 
but that it Is of great value is attested by 
tho fact that Sullivan was hold under ar­ 
rest, and a warrant sworn out a gainst him 
for murder. 
Just whero Fetor McGeohan, tho Phila­ 
delphia “suspect,” is enjoying his incar­ 
ceration is a matter of mystery. 
At polico headquarters tho Ollie rs in 
charge of the detective department, while 
not flatly denying knowledge of 
Mc- 
Geehan’s 
whereabouts, 
give 
evasive 
answers or say they know nothing of him. 
Nobody doubts that he is under arrest 
Tho police will only admit, however, that 
there is one man in custody. 
He is De­ 
tective Coughlin, late of the East Chicago 
avenue station. 
While it is denied that 
Coughlin has been informed of the state­ 
ments of the real Smith of Houghton, 
Mich., which completely shatter his own 
explanation 
of 
his transactions with 
Liveryman Dinan, ir is believed that 
Coughlin has been confronted, not o:ily 
with that statement but also with other 
evidence calculated to break him down. In 
short, it is believed that he is being treated 
to a taste of the “sweat box” theory, of 
which he was so long himself a distin­ 
guished disciple. 
Tho question Is: 
“ Will 
Coughlin squeal?” 
The time of and tho manner in which the 
man “J. B. Simonds” vacated tho rooms at 
117 Clark stroet and moved all of his effects,

including the trunk, to the Carlson cottage 
are still unknown to tho police, w 10 can 
gain no information on either point. They 
have examined expressmen by tho score 
and have quizzed all tho people in tho 
block. 
Some were found who remember 
to have seen the furniture aud truuk being 
taken to the rooms, but no ouo saw tho 
traps taken out. 
Fetor McGoehan was not tho man who 
drove Dr. Cronin away to hi9 doom. 
Frank T. Scanlan, who knew McGeohan 
and who saw Cronin driven away, says ho 
was not the man. 
Liveryman Dinan saw 
McGoehan, who was brought to his barn 
by a detective, and said that McGoehan 
was not tho man who went away with the 
white horse. 
The evidence against McGeohan is not 
known. 
It is said that a portion of it 
relates that he left Philadelphia after 
declaring that he was bound on a danger 
ous and desperate mission. 
Coming to 
Chicago ho lived at McCoy’s hotel in a 
manner rather extravant for a person 
who came to a strange city to look for 
work at blacksmithing. 
It is also said 
that detectives have informatlonjthat Mc- 
Greehan did not occupy his room on the 
night of May 4. 
The police are looking carefully after 
young Carison, son of the owners of tho 
house containing tho den of assassins. Not 
that there is anything against tho young 
man, but they simply think he will be use­ 
ful in identifying “suspects.” 
He has al­ 
ready seen all the men under arrest, but 
what pointers he was able to givo the 
police could not be ascertained. 
The most important visitor to head­ 
quarters was Willard J. Smith, late of 
Houghton, Mich., whose story as told 
Monday was so strong against Coughlin's 
statements as to the identity of tho man 
for whom ho hired tho horse and buggy at 
Dinan’s livery. 
Smith wrote a note to 
Superintendent Hubbard saying he would 
call on him if he so desired. 
He was sent 
for and repeated his story to Lieut. Elliott, 
who believed him implicity and acknowl­ 
edged that it increased the seriousness of 
Coughlin’s position. 
Mr. Smith was told 
to go after ho furnished his address and 
voluntarily agreed to appear whenever the 
polico wished to see him. 
William or “ Billy,” 
King, who was 
arrested under the impression that he 
might be the man of that name described 
by Woodruff, was arrested whilo entering 
a disreputable house. 
He proved to be a 
young man well known principally on 
account of his swift modo of life. 
He has 
never been mixed up in any crookedness 
or even deemed capable of murderous 
work, and he does not resemble tho man 
King of Woodruff’s yarn. 
The detectives 
satisfied themselves that King was all right 
and turned him out. 
An important and protracted conference 
was held in the afternoon in State’s At­ 
torney Longenecker’s office at which every 
phase of the Cronin murder, all the papers 
left by the murdered man which could 
throw any light on the foul conspira y 
that drove him to his death, the evidence 
collected against those already arrested for 
complicity in the crime, and the suspicions 
thrown on any of them who are still at 
liberty but may be placed behind the bars 
at any minute were carefully considered. 
Closeted with (Judge Longenecker wero 
Mayor 
Cregier, 
Corporation 
Cuunsel 
Hutchinson, Chief of Police Hubbard and 
Attorneys Luther Laflin Mills and W. J. 
Hynes. 
The papers left by Dr. Cronin 
were turned over to the State’s attorney. 
A later conference 
was 
held at the 
coroner’s office and an hour and a half 
was occupied in laying the details of tho 
evidence before that official. 
The lawyers 
explained how they wanted the evidence 
presented and how much of it, that he 
might direct the examination as the pros­ 
ecution deemed best. 
During the early 
conference it was given out that a further 
adjournment of the inquest would be 
asked in order to secure further testimony, 
but the confidence expressed by the decis­ 
ion to go on with the case led to the belief 
that some new and very strong evidence 
had been turned up during the afternoon. 
The confidence of Dr. Cronin’s friends lent 
some color to rumors of “squealing” by 
Sullivan, the iceman, as well as by Dan 
Coughlin, the deposed detective. 
Three or four persons are said to be in 
custody and to have made statements that 
draw the lines very close to half a dozen 
persons. 
Affidavits from willing witnesses 
were presented that make the casa a strong 
oqe. 
Tile lawyers think they have enough 
evidence in hand to justify proceeding 
with the inquest, and it will begin to day.

Braidwood, IU., May 27.—The striking 
miners from Grundy county have declared 
war. 
Monday morning about 200 strikers 
armed with guns appeared near the works 
of the Chicago, 
Wilmington and Ver­ 
milion 
company 
ami 
informed 
Sher­ 
iff Huston, who was on the ground with 
a posse, 
that they 
would 
shoot any 
man who attempted to enter tho shaft 
and if opposed in this would burn tho top 
workings. 
Tho sheriff ordered tile mob to 
disperse and tho men wont away on boing 
assured that no men would bo allowed to 
work. 
They 
returned 
again about 3 
o’clock with an increased force of nearly 
OOO, and at tho front of their guns drove 
all employed from tho works and then 
turned their attention to lining up tho 
main shaft with pit-cars, props, and other 
material. 
They demolished tho telephone 
and all tho windows in tho building. 
Then 
they left tho field. 
Sheriff Huston telegraphed Gov. Fifor as 
follows: “ I wont to tho shaft with twenty - 
iive deputies this morning to guard tho 
IOO miners who wont to work. The Italian 
strikers assembled 200 strong, many of 
them carrying guns. 
I was riding alono 
about IOO yards from thorn when tho 
leader called mo to him under cover of his 
cocked gun and commenced to threaten tho 
lives of all tho mon at work. 
Ho said 
there would bo 2,000 men thoro at 12 
o’clock, and they would kill every man at 
work. 
Ho said they would provent the 
mon from working even though they wero 
killed. 
“ I am powerless to stop them without 
bloodshed and tho chances aro against 
me. 
I would therefore call on you 
for 
m ilitary help at onco.” 
Gov. Fifer replied by telegraph that ho 
had ordered Adj.-Gen. Vance to proceed 
to Braidwood with troops. 
W ilm in g to n, 
111., May 28. — Monday 
morning about seventy colored and thirty 
white miners endeavored to go to work 
notwithstanding desultory shots by an 
armed mob. 
Tho latter through its lead­ 
ers approached tho “J ” shaft and told tho 
workers that thoy could have until noon to 
stop working and get out of tho shaft. 
Considering the overwhelming odds tho 
workers accepted tho terms. 
At about 3 
o’clock in the afternoon nearly 1,000 of tho 
strikers gathered at tho shaft mentioned 
and put to flight tho deputy sheriff and his 
ten assistants.

W A R IN T H E ^S T R E E T S . 


T he U nited States R eady to R esist E n ;- J 
lan d 's E n cro a ch m en ts.! 
» A F IE N D 
W ashington, May 28.—Tho sending of J 
the English ships Swiftsure and Amphion 
to Sitka, with orders to cruise in Behring 
sea, has caused quite a stir in official cir­ 
cles here. 
Tho treasury departm ent has repeatedly 
called tho attention of tho government to 
the fact that ships Hying the English flag 
nre engaged in illicit sealing in Behring 
sea. 
In most cases these vessels aro well 
armed, and our revenue cutters, which 
only carry howitzers, aro no match for 
them. 
Tho government 
has decided 
that its interests in 
Alaska 
shall bo 
protected. 
The 
United States steamer 
Adams, which was under sailing orders for 
Honolulu, expected to leavo Tuesday, but 
a telegram has been sent to tho command­ 
ant of the Maro Island navy yard ordering 
him to detain her. 
Silo will go forth, in 
company with the Iroquois, and both ves­ 
sels will leave early in the weok for Sitka. 
Tho State Department intends to assert 
dominion over tho wholo North Pacific 
ocean within tho lim it defined by our treaty 
with Russia. 
If, as appears, tho English 
government is sending war ships to protect 
Canadian vessels engaged in taking seal 
north of tho Aleutian islands our govern­ 
ment will be confronted with an interna­ 
tional question of tho gravest importance. 
The revenue cutters Hush and Bear and 
tho war ships Thetis, Adams, and Iroquois 
will lie on hand to enforce tho law of tho 
country, so far as encroachment on tho 
soul fisheries is concornod. 
Our government takes tho ground that 
when wo acquired Alaska by purchase in 
1807, w e also acquired all of its vested 
rights, 
o h o of which w a s Behring sea. 
This question was settled in 1829, when 
England tried tho samo tactics which she 
is now’ about to attem pt. 
Russia showed 
fight and sont a largo Hoot to these waters. 
Tho question was finally decided ugainst 
England by arbitration. 
Secretary Blaine 
maintains that wo havo exclusive dominion 
over all that portion of tho Pacific ocean 
known as Bohring sea, excepting such 
part as borders on tho Siberian coast east 
of tho treaty lino. 
If England persists in 
sending ships of war to protect tho Cana­ 
dian ves-sels this government will take 
vigorous measures to prevent such action. 
A conflict of authority within this immense 
area of water claimed ami ownod by the 
United States may mean war. 
It is be­ 
lieved that England, seeing that this gov­ 
ernment is determined to enforce its rights, 
will withdraw and submit tho question to 
arbitration, as was dono in 1829.

W ashington, May 28.—Cabinet circles 
aro very much excited over the account of 
the outrageous treatm ent of Mrs. 
Dorr, 
lim o. Van Nostrand, and Miss Marvin, all 
prominent society pooplo of Brooklyn, by 
tho French officials at Montono.

W hitelaw Boid was directed by cabio to 
Investigate tho m atter and to call tho a t­ 
tention of tho French authorities to tho 
case. 
Tho cabinet officers are unanimous 
in tho opinion that tho treatm ent of those 
ladies was simply brutal and deserves tho 
severest punishment.

Ho w as choked and beaten 
and dragged into tho street. 
Tho noi-e 
ftwoko Sheriff Mann. 
He fired two shots 
in tho air and Larocho w as released, 
hut 
immediately fifty masked men, armed with 
revolvers, clubs, 
and 
sledge-hammers, 
forced their way into tho jail, and, boat­ 
ing down tho bars, arrived at M artin’s 
cell. 
A rope was quickly thrown around his 
nock, he was dragged through tho jail, 
and. onco outside tho jail, the mob started 
on a run for tho Seventh street bridge, 
throe blocks distant. 
They had to turn 
two street corners on thoir way and as they 
inado tho turn by the Baptist church tho 
poor wretch’s head caught in tho stone cov­ 
ering to the gutter, but the mob had no 
time nor disposition to pause.

was made to extricate him, and the halt 
was only long enough to giro a terrible 
tug on tho rope, by which tho laxly was 
released.

Conflicts In R olgrade Be­ 
tw een th e Soldiery anil R ioters. 
Belgrade, May 27.-*SoMous rioting 
took pldce hero yesterday, resulting iu tho 
killing of throe persons. 
Tho trouble was 
duo to tho Intense antagonism that pre­ 
vails toward tho progressive party. 
La t 
night a mob of anti-progvosslsts made an 
organized attack upon tho houso of ox- 
Premior Garashanino and smashed in tho 
windows and doors with stones. 
Tho 
crowd then visited several club-houses and 
printing offices of tho progressists and de­ 
molished 
everything 
upon which they 
could lay their hands. 
Tho gendarmes 
wero powerless and tho regular troops i 
wore finally called out* 
.Tho J crowd still ! 
refused to disperse and tho soldiers charged, 
killing throe of tho rioters and wounding a 
numlier of others. 
Tho excitement here 
to-day is intenso and the rioting will bo 
renewed. 
During tho rioting a portion of the mob 
mado a search for hiddon progressists. 
Five men who had concealed themselves 
when tho trouble bogan were dragged from 
their hidding place and horribly beaten 
with sticks. 
Two of them wero so savage­ 
ly treated that thoy are not expected to 
live. 
Tho houso of M. Garashaniuo would 
have been sacked by tho mob had it not 
boon for tho opportune arrival of tho 
troops. 
After smashing in tho windows 
tho rioters made a rush for tho doors aud 
were breaking them down when tho sol­ 
diers appeared upon tho scene and drove 
tho mob before them. 
In tho struggle 
tliroo soldiers were wounded. 
Tho situation has beeoino very serious. 
Another outbreak occurred to-day and 
some desperate fighting took place. 
Three 
soldiers and many of tho populace havo 
boen killed and a largo number aro se­ 
verely wounded. 
A priest w-ho fell into 
the hands of tho mob was brutally assault­ 
ed, bis hair and board being torn out by 
the roots. 
Tho Progressist deputies aro 
flying to tho country. 
Tho rioters aro using dynamite to demol­ 
ish tho houses of tho obnoxious deputies. 
It is stated that numerous bauds of arm ed 
peasants are m arching upon Belgrade.

CloGng Up the B usiness of the S essio n - 
Various B ills Passed. 
S pringfield, 
HL, 
May 
27.—Both 
Houses of tho General Assembly wore at 
work in earnest Monday and passed a 
number of bills. 
Tho important ones in­ 
clude the bill for tho removal of dams in 
tho Illinois river and tho joint resolution 
requesting Congress to mako permanent 
improve:: outs for tho waterway. 
Those 
two measures are in harmony with tho 
general plan advocated by the promoters 
of tho enterprise. 
There 
are 
throo 
divisions of tho scheme, all of which have 
now obtained tho sanction of tho General 
Assembly. 
The lirst was local drianage 
from tho city of Chicago to tho Des Plaines 
river, which was embraced rn the so-called 
drainage bill, and permitted tho cut from 
the lako to tho river. 
Tho second proposition is embraced in 
tho bill which passed tho Houso defining 
tho policy of tho State with respect to tho 
canal and drainage system. 
It provides 
that tho old slack-wator plan shall givo 
way to channel improvement, and that if 
tho dams are not removed by the general 
government within four years tho work 
shall bo douo by the canal commissioners 
of tho State. 
Tho third division of tho plan refers to 
the policy of tho United States as to tho 
Illinois river. 
It is contained in tho joint 
resolutions adopted by both houses, asking 
the Illinois members of Congress to carry 
out tho provisions of tho two bills so as to 
securo a waterway and ship canal from 
Lako Michigan constructed on one harmo­ 
nious plan. 
It contemplates the expendi­ 
ture of money to remove obstructions 
rather than in tho construction of locks 
and dams. 
Tho Governor sent a message to 
tho 
Senato nominating trustees of the asylum 
for tho blind at Chicago, but as thejSenato 
refused to confirm them, an appropriation 
of $ 100,000 will probably lapso into the 
treasury. 
The Governor also nominated 
Daniel H. Williams, a colored 
m in of 
Chicago, as a member of tho State board 
of health, and ho was confirmed. 
A strong protest against Mr. 
Wells 
horso-car bill was received by tho Gover­ 
nor, signed by Mayor Crogler and other 
prominent 
citizens 
of Chicago. 
Thoy 
ask that tho Governor withold his signa­ 
ture until thoy can bo heardfupon it. 
Tho House adjourned in .tho evening in 
tho midst of a good deal of confusion and 
disorder. 
Only tho clerks could keep track 
of tho record of motions and actions on 
pending bills. 
Gov. Fifer was so occupied during the 
day with reports of tho labor troubles at 
Braidwood that ho was unable to consider 
all of tho bills prosontod to him 
So far 
as tho drainage bill is concerned thoro is 
not tho least reason to suppaso that he is 
unfriendly to it, but dispatches 
from 
\ anous quarters induce him to givo tho 
measure tho most careful scrutiny.

DOMESTIC LEA F. 
AU over the country farmers are co m ­ 
plaining because dealers buy their leat 
for eight and Line cents and sell it at 55 
0ente for wrappers and 13 cents fcr fill­ 
ers. By the dealers the ground for the 
complaint is denied. One of them writ­ 
ing to tho United States Tobacco Jonn a1 
says: 
A way-fariDg drummer may receive 
from a village manufacturer from 35 to 
15 cents for a picked case of wrappers, of 
which there aro probably fiye in a peck­ 
ing of IOO cases, and the shipper may 
have to whistle for his money, too; but 
in our market, which rules the country, 
the value of a crop has long ceased to 
depend 
on 
what tbe farmer 
may 
still term euphoniously: wrapper leaf. 
Heed crops are now handled mostly is our 
market for their value as fillers anc 
binders and not as wrappers. Every 
picker stands ready to sell out cf bis 
packings the so-called wrappers, but not 
the reverse; for a packing, of which the 
lower grades have been sold cut. is not 
only more difficult to dispose of, but it 
becomes also relatively more worthless, 
because [our manufacturers, who buy 
packings, and not those who need a case 
of seed every six months, have got into 
the habit of looking into a eeed crop for 
the fillers and binders, and not for the 
wrappers.

To change the dividing line be­ 
tween tbe fourth and fifth districts, frcm 
Academy street, where it now is, to the 
center of Cherry street. This will relieve 
the crowded schools of the fourth dis­ 
trict, and increase the number of pupils 
in tho first, where the schools will be 
very light. 
4tb. To employ one more teacher to 
assist in high school work. 
The above recommendations to go into 
effect at the ccmmencemenft of the sex* 
school year in September, 1889.
